“But in one way you're right. 
Bombing, as bombing, doesn't 
bear thinking about. When we've 
won this war, we've got to stop 
it. We've got to make it im- 
possible for any gang of cut- 
throats in any country to set the 
world on fire again. 

“If we don’t do that, we shan’t 
have won anything worth while, 
and I think the whole crazy 
human race will be past praying

OUR correspondent might 
Yo have been much im- 
pressed by this overheard 
conversation but for one fact. It 
was simply that the man who 
hates bombing, as bombing, hap- 
pened to be one of our bomber 
pilots. He was young, bronzed, 
grey-eyed, with several ribbons on 
his tunic. 

And he would certainly take “a 
very poor view” of anybody who 
could exult in destruction for its 
own sake, or look upon the stern 
necessities of modern warfare 
without compassion for “ the crazy 
human race ”—which has never 
vet found out how to prevent wars 
from starting. 

This said, let readers note that 
“Man o' the People” would not 
lift a finger to save any German 
or Italian centre of war produc- 
tion from the fate which has be- 
fallen the key cities of the Ruhr. 

Our enemies have had fair 
warning of our intentions. 

There is one way and one way 
only by which they can escape 
the fate they meted out to 
the weak when they were strong.

E are, of course, paying : 
a price for our successes : 
in the Battle of the : 


Ruhr. We are losing many won- 
derful machines and—what is in- 
finitely sadder—hundreds of brave 
and wonderfully trained young 
men. 

But the encouraging fact re- 
mains that our percentage losses 
are much lower than the Luft- 
waffe’s and that, so far, the Nazis 
have been unable to deliver any 
effective counter-stroke. 

“Shuttle bombing ” is the latest 
and most spectacular development 
of Allied air power and a direct 
outcome of the victory in Africa. 
There is, indeed, a kind of magic 
carpet flavour to the story of the 
fleet of Lancasters which attacked 
Friedrichshaven on the way out 
from England to our North African 
bases and then bombed Spezia on 
the way home again! 

They flew about 3,000 miles on 
the round trip and accomplished 
it without the loss of a single 
machine. This must surely set up 
a new record in the reliability of 
our planes. 

It must also add considerably 
to the anxieties of the German 
and Italian air chiefs, for in 
future it may be hard for them 
to tell whether our bombers are 
“ going or coming.” 

Dr. Goebbels, driven from one 
extreme of propaganda to another, 
is now piling horror upon horror 
in his description of the havoc we 
are working. His radio and con- 
trolled Press used to dismiss 
Allied air raids as trifling exhibi- 
tions of democratic spite. 


Now he sends his front-line 
reporters into the Ruhr, and one 
of them, Hans von Platow, has 
broadcast from Berlin that the 
destruction in Mulheim and 
Oberhausen was far worse than 
anything he had seen in Warsaw 
or in Calais!

At present there is not sufficient 
evidence to show whether inten- 
sive bombing can ever do more 
than damage the enemy war 
machinery and reduce his eco- 
nomic strength; but it may also 
undermine his morale and sap 
his will to resist. 

“Most of us,- writes Dr. Gar- 
bett, the. Archbishop of York, in 
his diocesan leaflet just published, 
“would wish to see aerial warfare 
totally abolished, for the non- 
combatant is almost certain to 
suffer with the combatant.” 

But he goes on to say that those 
who demand the suspension of 
bombing now “ advocate a policy 
which would condemn many more 
of our own soldiers to death and 
would postpone the liberation of 
those now in the power of the 
Nazis. 

“The real justification of bomb- 
ing is that it will shorten the war 
and may save thousands of lives.” 

Is not that exactly the view ex- 
pressed by the bomber pilot I have 
already quoted? And does it not 
lead inevitably to the same con- 
clusion; namely, that when we 
have won this terrible war we shall 
have to build international 
security upon new and surer 
foundations of friendship, co- 
operation and fair play?

SSUMING, as we must 

Assume. that the Atlantic 

Charter means what it 

says, the leaders of the United 

Nations are resolved to turn vic- 

tory to good purpose on this 
occasion. 

They intend to inaugurate the 
era of “the common man.” They 
hope to abolish fear and want, 
squalor and ignorance. They want 
undoubtedly to secure the largest 
possible measure of personal free- 
dom to all men, compatible with 
the rights and freedom of their 
neighbours. 

But it seems to your corre- 
spondent that each of the United 
Nations can best contribute to this 
common aim by taking the earliest 
possible steps to give its own 
people as much social security 
and freedom now as war con- 
ditions will permit. 

That is why “Man o’ the 
People ” was disappointed when 
the Premier, answering a question 
in the Commons the other day, 
said he had nothing to add to 
previous Government statements 
about the Beveridge proposals and 
then went on to say :— 

“I do not think there is any 
public anxiety on this subject.” 

It may be true that the mass of 
the public has not studied the 
Beveridge Report itself or even 
that it cares very much about the 
particular ways and means chosen 
to reach a desired end. 

But it is certainly not true that 
there is no public demand for 
social security in our time and 
no public anxiety about whether 
we are going to get it.

The House did not flare up over 
this debate simply because the 
Bill was taken as nothing but a 
first instalment of greater reforms 
to come, 

Appeal tribunals are essential 
to deal with existing cases, but, as 
Mr. Beaumont, the Labour Mem- 
ber for Batley, pointed out, 
neither Parliament nor the 
country will be satisfied with this 
temporary expedient. 

There is, indeed, an overwhelm- 
ing demand for a total and 
generous revision of the Royal 
Warrant itself.

M believes further that, 
sooner or later, public 
opinion will succeed in carrying 
through all the main principles 
of the Beveridge Report and that 
it may, quite possibly, insist upon 
an earlier and more liberal re- 
vision of Old Age Pension rates. 

Some readers have reproached 
him for his “ half-a-loaf-is-better- 
than-no-bread ” attitude to various 
desirable reforms.

Plant 
Winter Greens NOW 
It is time to plant out the bulk ot squashing the roots. Then make 


another hole about 1 in. to one side, 
and òy levering the dibber up, press 
the soil against the plant so that it is 
firmly held. Don’t leave the roots 
“hanging °” io a hole in the soil. 
Leave the second hole open — it will 
fill up with water and hold the mois- 
ture round the roots. Immediately 
after planting give each plant } to 
1 pint of water. Don’t plant all 
your greens on the same day, an 
interval of 2 or 3 days between 
plantings will provide a succession 
of hearted cabbages to spread over 
weeks in winter. 

Prevent cabbage root fly attacks 
by applying 4 teaspoonful of 4 per 
cent. calomel dust on the soil round 
each plant as soon as they are set 
out. Give a second treatment a fort- 
night later. 

Green fly may appear on winter 
greens this month. Control them 
with nicotine dust applied when 
weather is warm.

If you didn’t sow any, 
buy young plants. Fork the ground 
over lightly — only 1 to 2 ins. deep 
— and dress with garden lime about 
4 to } lb. per square yard.
